1. Attach Metal Bracket (D) Align the desired pre-drilled holes in the long part of Metal Bracket (D) with the pre- 
threaded holes in the Left & Right Metal Glide Systems (B, C). Secure with Phillips Pan Head Bolts (E) using 
Phillips Head Screwdriver (G). See Illustration #1 

2. Attach Left & Right Metal Glide Systems (B, C) Pull out the glides fixed Metal Brackets (D) in right direction. 
Make sure the pre-drilled holes in the other glides align with the pre-threaded holes in the ends of Keyboard Tray 
Body (A). Secure with Phillips Flat Head Screws (F) using Phillips Head Screwdriver (G). See illustration #1
